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Garneau set to reopen 
for open-end art films 


Theatre will clearly compete with Princess, 
but managers hope both will benefit

here are, undoubtedly, already enough places to 

see 101 Dalmations in Edmonton without as 
Many as 34 more movie screens set to open soon 
But are there enough places to see art films? 

That question will be put to the test this month 
as the Garneau Theatre (8712 - 109 St.) reopens, 
booking open-end runs of alternative/art theatre 

Until now, the southside theatre has been 
operating as a second-run Hollywood discount 
theatre, showing mainstream films after they've 
played at the big theatres, at a reduced price. 

Why the change? “When we opened the 
Garneau five years ago, there were no other dis- 
count theatres in Edmonton,” Garneau manager 
Rick Ostapchuk explained. “Now, if you sit and 
count, there are 31.” 

While it’s difficult to compete against these 
other theatres, especially when many of them are 
multiplexes, Ostapchuk said the decision had 
more to do with a wish “to develop our own 
niche, to be unique.” 

The problem could be that Edmonton already 
has two venues for alternative/art films: the 
Princess Theatre and the Metro Cinema Society. 
Ostapchuk, however, doesn’t foresee competi- 
tion with the nearby, and financially fickle, 
Princess. “If anything, we are going to be more 
closely tied to the art films that open at Eaton 
Centre . . . I think if everything works smoothly, 
(the Garneau and Princess) could end up comple- 
menting each other.” 

Malcolm Parker, programmer for the Princess, 


agrees the Garneau’s new mandate could 
improve the local film scene. “In some ways, it 
frees up the programming that I can do. There’s a 
lot of stuff out there I can’t possibly take and it’s 
800d that someone else is... At least Edmonton 
will get things on a more current basis.” 

However, he adds there likely will be some 
rivalry. “It can’t help but change what films I can 
program here. Naturally, I think, for some films 
we will be in competition.” 

Parker also notes Calgary has three alternative 
movie screens. 

Russell Mulvey, president of the Metro Cinema 
Society, doesn’t believe the Garneau will have 
much effect on his group’s programming or 
finances. But he questions the new Garneau man- 
date. 

“I wish him the best of luck, but I don’t think 
he has any idea what he’s doing. You can't pro 
gram open-ended runs of art films, that’s just 
silly.” 

Along with its new programming, the Garneau 
Theatre will sport a renovated interior. Accord 
ing to Ostapchuk, it now has more historical 
appeal. “When we did the change, and the deci- 
sion was made to change the programming, we 
said ‘Okay, let's do it right, right off the bat. Let’s 
not have people walk into a building that’s been a 
high-traffic building for five years as a discount 
grindhouse.”” 

The new Garneau takes the plunge Thursday, 
Dec. 26 with director Trevor Nunn’s adaptation 
of Twelfth Night, the Shakespearean comedy of 
mistaken identities. e

Paul Mather, Jenny Esdale, Dono- 
van Workun and Joe Bird. The 
music for the show was written by 
Bird and Robert Shannon has 
designed the enchanting, wintry 
set. 

Cry Santa fits right in with the 
Theatre Network mandate to pro- 
duce Western Canadian plays that 
have local content and a political 
edge to them. Ben Henderson is 
the company’s artistic director and 
he says he especially likes to work 
with the Trolls and Atomic Improv 
because they effectively unite 
social critique with a wicked sense 
of humor that local audiences 
love. “They're not afraid of taking 
risks and being fairly disruptive,” 
he said. 


When the Trolls 
and Atomic Improv 
say they’re

you'd be amazed at 
what kind of people 
start calling up. 


Henderson has worked with the 
Trolls in the past but this is the 
first time he has directed a show 
with Atomic Improv for Theatre 
Network. The 1994 Yuletide pro- 
duction of The Messiah with the 
Trolls and Junior Gone Wild was 
successful enough, but with an 11- 
member cast, the Christmas cheer 
had to be spread thinly and the 
event turned out to be rather non- 
lucrative — definitely not what 
Christmas is all about according to 
the troupe that takes the stage for 
the next 10 days. 

Henderson decided not to pro- 
duce a Christmas show with the 
Trolls last season to avoid the 
appearance of a formulaic Christ- 
mas tradition — a decision he says 
he didn’t enjoy making. But now 
they're back, this time taking a joy- 
ful poke at the secular traditions 
of the season, rather than the 
sacred. 

When Henderson approached 
Borg and Mather last spring, he 
didn’t necessarily have a Christ- 
mas show in mind, but the two 
troupes knew immediately they 
wanted to do an anti-corporate 
Christmas show that would be fun 
for the whole family. ; 

Mather compares Cry Santa to 
George Orwell’s Animal Farm, 
“except Cry Santa’s not as deep 
and it’s a lot funnier.” Borg adds 
that what started out as an anti- 
corporate show became an anti- 
anti-corporate show, a political 
allegory that parodies itself. 

While Borg and Mather empha- 
size the humor of the show, 
Henderson points out that Cry 
Santa allows them to take a seri- 
ous stab at the rampant material- 
ism of the season. “It starts out as 
this anti-corporate criticism of

commercialism and ties that in 
with all sorts of conspiracy theo- 
ries,” he said. “The idea is that the 
North Pole is being corporately 
run as a sweat shop. The elves 
aren't even making the toys any 
more — that’s all been contracted 
out. All they’re doing is wrapping 
and distributing them. And their 
‘elfare’ has been taken away.” Talk 
about local relevance. A group of 
rebel elves, with the help of the 
young heroine, finally begins the 
revolution with visions of sugar 
plums. 

Borg and Mather admit Cry 
Santa wasn’t written specifically 
for kids, but they hasten to add 
there’s nothing downright offen- 
sive about the show. For instance, 
there’s no profanity, unless you 
count “you self-righteous dink” as 
a no-no. “If you’re 12-years-old it 
will blow your mind,” said Borg. 
“You'll probably laugh when the 
fart jokes happen.” 

Henderson expects the usual 
Troll and Atomic-loving audience, 


which has traditionally been very 
wide in its scope. “I would hesitate 
to say that it’s a family show,” he 
said. “The better way to put it 
would be that it’s a Troll show that 
parents don’t have to worry about 
taking their kids to see... . you 
don’t have to worry that your kids 
are going to be corrupted, but I'd 
say anyone younger than 10 might 
not get that much out of it.” On the 
other hand, the show hasn’t been 
“homogenized” to the point that it 
compromises its political focus. 
Kids of all ages should love the 
impressive array of “special 
friends” who've been invited to 
join in on the merry-making. Just 
take a moment to consider this 
guest list: Rita McNeil, Noam 
Chomsky, Timothy Leary, Teddy 
Ruxpin, Cheech Martin and Sean 
Connery will all be in attendance. 
Turns out that ever since 
Highlander III, Connery has 
become a cheap act to book, even 
cheaper than Junior Gone Wild. 
“Connery gets paid by line,” 


quipped Borg. The latest addition 
to the lineup is Neil Diamond, who 
agreed to come just a few days ago 
when Johnny Mathis had to bail 
out. “When the Trolls and Atomic 
Improv say they're going to do a 
Christmas show, you'd be amazed 
at what kind of people start phon- 
ing up,” said Henderson. And who, 
of course, will forget Pierre Bur- 
ton’s stellar performance in last 
year’s Fringe productien The War 
of 1812. 

Commenting on the troupes’ 
popularity and fame, Henderson 
said Three Dead Trolls and Atomic 
Improv appeal to a wide audience 
“because their stuff is not only 
very funny, it’s also very canny and 
smart.” Cry Santa promises to be 
no different. 

The show runs at the Roxy until 
Jan. 5 — the perfect antidote to 
the usual boredom during that 
chunk of time between Christmas 
and New Year’s when you've 
become weary of your new toys 
and your old relatives. e

Ore in a rare while, when the moon 
waxes blue and the planets line up 
and the lion lies down with the lamb, a 
play like Elephant Wake comes to the 
stages of Edmonton to transport us to a 
place of awe. 

This happened last weekend with 
Catalyst Theatre’s brave new remount 
of the 1995 Sterling sweeper Elephant 
Wake. Having missed it at the Fringe in 
its début year, I ventured to this perfor- 
mance with high expectations, a criti- 
cal eye and a healthy dollop of skepti- 
cism, 

Two things happened simultaneous- 
ly. My expectations were met; my cyni- 
cism dashed. This play is good. Very 
good. 

Written, acted and directed by the 
Joey Tremblay, John Christenson 
combo, Elephant Wake is a potent 
memory play delivered to us through 
the eyes and mind of Jean Claude — 
simple-minded, soulful bastard son of 
the once prosperous, now abandoned 
town of Ste. Vierge, Sask. 

Tremblay’s Jean Claude (or JC, as he 
is sometimes called) is the classic sav- 
iour clown, equal part unwashed bag- 
man — hoarding tattered memories 
like bits of broken refuse — and spiri- 
tual custodian, sifting through the 
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remains of a communal life salvaging 

all that is good, and pure, and worthy. 
With immaculate pacing, Tremblay 

shows us the ill-kept simpleton, 


humoring himself with re< ollections of 


bodily emissions, childish pranks and 
flights of fantasy. Just as rueful laugh- 
ter dies, Jean Claude is transformed by 
his tale from village idiot to the last 
Surviving sensitive human being on the 
face of the planet 

His joy is contagious, for it's the joy 
of dance and fiddle and family warm 
around him, the joie de vivre of a tight 
knit French community that once was 
and, in his mind, will be again 
However, Jean Claude’s happiest mem- 
ories are underwritten by an intense 
and overwhelming sorrow. His loneli- 
ness is made more potent by 
Tremblay’s immense and inspired tal- 
ent. He lets us glimpse his character's 
tenuous grasp on reality while never 
focusing on it. The papler maché zoo 
Jean Claude recalls happily building 
with his mother, for instance, becomes 
a symbol in the play of Jean Claude’s 
insubstantial dreams, his inability to 
face the reality of death and decay and 
community fled. 

Yet, hope prevails in Elephant Wake. 
The person of Jean Claude is so strong 
and he is so ably portrayed, so invest 
ed with emotion, we love him and we 
will ourselves to believe his dreams 

Jean Claude as the Saviour Clown is 
more saviour than clown and Elephant 
Wake is more an Epiphany than a play. 
The saddest thing of all is the run is 
over. «

hese days, everything needs to 

be about sex. Computers, cars, 
boats, phones, RRSPs . . . you name 
it, ad copywriters will slap the all- 
purpose adjective “sexy” all over it. 
Most of this, of course, is grade “A” 
bullshit; I find it hard to endow an 
electric toothbrush with erotic over- 
tones, regardless of whether or not 
said toothbrush boasts a powerful 
three-speed motor.

It’s a more 
physical, even visceral, presence 
which accompanies her on stage;

and joy of motion fuse with her 
singing to form a whole much 
greater than the sum of its parts.

How else can one explain Satur- 
day's show, which was certainly 
an excellent piece of musicianship, 
but far from truly world-class. 
Perhaps it’s the desert-like air of 
Alberta in winter, but Cole’s pipes 
seemed dry as a bone, making her 
higher-end belt-’em-out numbers 
sound not quite so good as they 


were in previous Edmonton 
appearances. 

But through the twisted alchemy 
of her first-rate accompaniment 
and personal energy and presence, 
an average performance (sonically 
speaking) was transformed for 
audience members into an evening 
about which I’m sure they won't 
stop talking for quite some time. 
They did, after all, give a standing 
ovation. Twice. I can’t imagine 
what their reaction would have 
been had they seen Cole at sea 
level, where she can get the oxy- 
gen and moisture she needs. 

There is more to a show than 
the simple reproduction of songs 
from the latest CD. And for Cole, it 
seems, that extra something is a 
tangible love of performance, a 
charismatic aura second to none, 
and more sex appeal than an 
entire trainload of aerodynamic

S taneely enough, Zac Addorisio, 
guitarist for Picasso's Life, is 
nothing at all like Picasso. He 
doesn’t give the impression of being 
obnoxious, smoking too much, and 
living far too long producing 
mediocre art when his prime was 
past. It turns out, in fact, that art 
appreciation didn’t have much to do 
with the Edmonton band’s name. 
“We were going through a lot of 


names and were writing them 
down. Someone came in and saw 
what was written down and said 
‘That's cool — Picasso’s Life.’ 
What was actually written down 
was ‘Precious Life’,” Addorisio 
recalled. 

While it’s not great art, Picasso’s 
Life has generated some interest 
from more than just local indie 
fans. They plan on recording and 
releasing an independent CD start- 
ing in February. Apparently the 
band doesn’t suffer from lack of 
material. 

“We've already trimmed it down 
to 30 songs (for inclusion on the 
album). Hopefully by February 
we'll have it down to 15.” 

The band’s roots lay in Addor- 
isio and singer Dary Paulon tour- 
ing together as a duo back when 
they were young puppies. They 


released an independent CD, The 
Two Of Us, in the early 1990s 

“We went to New York, Vancou- 
ver, Toronto, and talked to BMG A 
lot of people were interested in us, 
but they said ‘get back to us when 
you've got a full band.’ So now 
we've got a full band... and no 
one has called us,” Addorisio said 
ruefully. 

However, new members — 
drummer Gerry Gannon and bass- 
ist Brian Groff — aren't just hang- 
ers-on.

This movie is too real to truly shine

0, this isn’t the sequel to The 
limmer Man, thank God. 
Shine puts to screen the tragic life 
story of David Helfgott, a pianist of 
incredible talent and even more 
iricredible hardship. 

Like any other movie category, 
true life stories can range from the 
stellar (Goodfellas) to the excruci- 
atingly terrible (Wyatt Earp). With 
its tragic central figure, great act- 
ing and (Hey!) Sir John Gielgud, 
Shine seemingly has the potential 
to be one of the all-time greats. 

The bulk of this movie is shown 
in flashback, from the point of 
view of an adult Helfgott who is at 
a turning point in his life. We see 
the beginning of a very young Helf- 
gott’s musical career, playing in 
various piano competitions in 
Europe, winning several of them, 
but unfortunately always coming 
in second when it counts. 

As kids are known to do, he 
grows into adulthood. Given 
strength by a friend who admires 
his music, Helfgott finally works 
up the courage to defy a rather 
possessive daddy, leaving his fami- 
ly to attend London's Royal Acad- 
emy of Music. Sadly, his father 
promptly disowns him for his 
rebellion. 

Even more sadly, a combination 
of medical and emotional prob- 
lems causes David to have a 


seizure right after his first grand 
performance at college. Because 
of the potential pain it can cause 
him, the doctors forbid him to play 
the piano. 

Back to the present. Despite the 
risks to his already problematic 
mental condition, a middle-aged 
Helfgott decides to rediscover his 
music. Forcing himself on a ran- 
dom piano in a nameless restau- 
rant, he quickly rediscovers his 
passion. At last he may be able to 
find happiness and, perhaps, even 
love. 

Okay, I've side-stepped actual 
critical response to this movie too 
long, so here goes: I hope I don’t 
get thrown out of the movie critic’s 
guild for not totally spuzzing out 
over a foreign docu-drama, but I’ve 
got to be honest; I wasn’t really 
moved by Shine. I don’t know, 
maybe it was the mood I was in or 
the fact I have absolutely no musi- 
cal ability, because I think I should 
have been moved. However, even 
though there is a lot of great talent 
displayed here, the story seems 
confused at times and its when- 
life-gives-you-lemons message is a 
little too simple for what should be 
a grand story. 

But then, there aren’t any great 
ironies, metaphors or narratives in 
real life, either. There’s no archi- 
tect putting together the events in 
our lives so they'll make a really 
entertaining movie down the road. 
No, Shine earns points for its 
accuracy and truth. You never for 
a moment believe this film’s 
manipulating you. 

Shine may not hold true to its 
title, but it does a helluva lot more 
than flicker.

Gift-giving says lots about relationship

W: tend to measure the quality 
of our relationships on silly 
things like how good the sex is, the 
level of communication, whether 
you share the same values. But, at 
this time of year, we're all reminded 
of the true test of a relationship — 
giving each other presents. 

Something too personal might 
have too much meaning; some- 
thing impersonal might not have 
enough. Something too practical 
lacks romance; something too 
romantic is risky. Spending too lit- 
tle seems cheap; spending too 
much is extravagant. An innocent 
little gift takes on the ability to 
define a relationship faster than 
you can say, “I hope you kept the 
receipt.” 

Yes, despite all that “to give is 
better than to receive” crap, when 
you're seeing someone, giving 
without receiving sucks.

Mind you, by this point I was 
badly in need of a massage, espe- 
cially since the sweater didn’t 
quite get the reaction I anticipated. 
But the whole thing was a perfect 
reflection of what was wrong with 
our relationship: me doing back 
flips to make things work and him 
forever responding with too little, 
too late.
